Thus, defense spending 
wilt-have to be cut, since the needed eco- 
yiomies cannot be effectedein the relatively 
small amount of non-defense spending in- 
cluded in the annual budget. : 

If General Eisenhower wins, it will be a 
new experience for the Republicans. They 
have not known anything like the present 
situation, which will face the inhabitant of 
the White House. The last Republican Presi- 
dent, Herbert Hoover, had a government | 
Civilian payroll of 600,000, a military force 
of 240,000, a 4.7 billion-dollar budget and a 
government debt of 19.5 billion. If the next 
President is a Republican, he will have to 
manage a government civilian pay roll of 2.5 
million, an armed services strength of 3.5 
million, an annual budget of 85.4 billion, and 
a government debt of 263 billion dollars.

disabling injuries. He says that if farm 
“Safty is to become a reality in Alberta then 
each farmer must work out his own safety 
program and become his own safety commit- 
tee. Every farmer should do his part in 
reducing the frightening number of farm 
accidents in the province.

Let’s Not Handicap the 
‘Handicapped’ 


{From the C.LL. Oval) } 

There is in this country a group of-people 
referred to by. employment officers as 
“handicapped employables.”. We can prob- 
ably think of some who live in our cdm- 
munities. Perhaps we know a few. i 

By and large, they are fellow-Canadians 
who have certain physical, mental or social 
handicaps which limit them in terms of the 
types of work they can do. But many of them 
have valuable job skills. Others may have 
no particular skills, but certainly have the 
capacity to develop them. 

» The individual types of handicaps range 
into the hundreds, and include many readily 
recognizable, such as physical deformity, dis- 
figurement, blindness, deafness, amputa- 


tious diseases. 
; But, in addition to their individual han- 
dicaps, these people suffer in:common from 


oecupations and |:one other handicap, This’one is by far the 


most serious, the most formidable, and the 
most discouraging of all. ; 

It is the attitude of many employers— | 
or could-be employers—toward them, | 
j Many employers, probably without real- | 
izing the consequences, automatically de- 
mand a high physical capacity of all the peo- 
ple they engage, whether the job requires 
high physical capacity or not. 

The Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
drew attention to this problem at its last : 
annual meeting when it noted that: “Avail- 
able evidence demonstrates that those em- 
ployers who have had experience with phy- 
sically handicapped workers have found that 
their performance when suitably , placed 
compares favorably with that of the able- 
bodied in similar work. The Canadian Cham- 
ber of Commerce believes their employment | 
to the greatest extent possible is socially and 
economically desirable.” 

Employers who do not weigh these factors | 
are virtually robbing themselves—and so- | 
cietvy—of a good source of workers whose | 
productivity and loyalty have been repeat- ‘ 
edly and conclusively demonstrated. At the 
same time, they are needlessly withholding 
from a sizable group of Canadians the oppor- 
tunity to achieve a fair measure of social and 
financial independence. a 

. For example, a person with one arm 
would be fully efficient doing work that. re- 
quires the use of only one arm; a person with | 

the use of only one foot, or no feet at all, | 
| would -be fully efficient doing a sedentary | 
job; a person with a disfigurement would be 
| fully efficient if his fellow workers treated 
him just like any other human being. 

The “handicapped employables,, ask 
only for.a chance to show their worth. They 
ask only that they be judged for employment 
on the basis of what,they can do, not on the 
basis of what they cannot do.

Shéepmen trom various districts 
are reporting evidence of more 


coyotes as the fall advances. W.. 


Lobay, Supervisor of Crop Pro- 
tection, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that this can 
be expected since the young pups 
which are roaming about now are 
not as cautious as the grown up 
coyotes, i 

Las@ yearjs experience indicates 
that this is an ideal time of year 
for sheepmen to set out coyote 
getters if they find that coyotes 
are molesting their sheep. Getting 
the sheep-killing coyotes nowrmay 
leave the flock free from attack 
during the winter, Cyanide guns 
are available from’ pest control 
officers and should be used where- 
ever needed. 

Care in setting out the getters 
is stressed by Mr. Lobay. Never 
get careless when handling cya- 
nide guns, he advises. Observe all 
the precautions which were de- 
monstrated at the various schools 
last fall and winter. 

Some farmers have set cyanide 
guns on the fields and have let 
their cattle roam in that area. 
Although cattle are generally not 
attracted to these guns they. may 
accidentally come across a set and 
trip it. Tripping with the mouth 
may mean death, especially to 
young calves. One must use good 
common sense, says Mr. Lobay, 
and sét the guns in places where 
cattle and other stock are not 
likely, to~roam.
